New York, Sept. 16.—[{Special.J—For hours 
today New York, Long island; and the Jersey 
coast opposite were swept by the fiercest 
wind and rain storm experienced in many 
years. 

Two million dollars, at a rough estimate, 
will not cover the damage to property. The 
coast fs strewn with wrecks of steamers, 
schoonérs, barges, tugs, and pilot boats. 

As far as known eighteen persons were 
killed in the city or along the coast. 

One of the notable features of the gale was 
the fact that for several hours the life of 
President Roosevelt was in extreme danger. 


from Oyster Bay to Ellis island, and the 
little naval craft, not built to withstand the 
furies of an ocean gale, was saved only by 
the superior seamanship of its commander 
and crew. 

People Panic Stricken. 

Here in New York City the streets were 
dangerous to life and limb by reason of fall- 
ing signs and flying glass. Residents were 
in a state of panic and sought refuge in 
cellars and basements. Trees across the 

ks in many parts of the city practically 
stopped all street railways. 
Along the New Jersey coast the storm espe- 
cially was severe. The waves washed over 
the bulkheads of the piers, carried away part 
of the bluff at Long island, where hotels and 
cottages were in great danger. 

The wind attained a velocity as high as 

seventy miles an hour at one time. 
The White Star steamer Oceanic, in from 
Liverpool and Queenstown, was nearing Fire 
island when a giant swirler struck it. The 
Oceanic is the third biggest liner in the world, 
but its commander decided to lay to for a 
couple of hours and let the great blow go by. 
‘Telegraphic communication between this 
city to Connecticut and Massachusetts is 
badly crippled. | 

Roosevelt in Extreme Danger. 

President Roosevelt’s experience in the 
storm was one which few, if any, chief mag- 
istrates of the United States ever have ex- 
perienced, for now that the storm is over it 
may be said that his life was for several 
hours in extreme danger. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning, near- 
ly an hour later than had been arranged, 
President Roosevelt boarded the Sylph in 
Oyster bay. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Roosevelt and their son Kermit, Mrs. Rich- 
ardson, a New York friend of Mrs. Roosevelt; 
Secretary Loeb, Prof. Albert Bushellhart of 
Harvard college, Prof. J. B. Moore of Co- 


New York, and Jacob A. Riis of Richmond 
Hill, Long island. In addition the guests of 
the president included members of the ex- 
ecutive staff and representives of the press 
associations. 

Skies Dark and Forbidding. 

When the Sylph weighed anchor the skies 
were dark and forbidding and as the vessel 
drew out of the bay a light rain fell. Less 
than an hour after the Sylph had entered 
Long Island sound it ran into a terrific wind 
and rain storm. The storm increased in 
severity rapidly and off Fort Schuyler it 
developed into a hurricane. The wind blew, 
according to an estimate made by Lieut. 
Preston, commander of the Sylph, at the 
rate of sixty-five miles an hour. 

The Sylph, a comparatively small vessel, 
pitched heavily, and off Willetts Point listed 
sharply to starboard. The president and 
his guests had been forced to go below. 

The storm became even more severe as the 
vessel neared Hell Gate. The waves and 
wind swept the deck, making it almost im- 
possible for the sailors to remain exposed to 
their force. The baggage of the party, con- 
sisting principally of hat boxes and dress 
suit cases, was swept about the deck and 
everything movable on deck had to be 
clewed down to preventits being swept over- 


voard. 

In Hell Gate, a quarter of a mile off the 
port bow of the Syiph, a tug boat, having 
in tow a large three masted schooner, was 
capsized by the wind and waves. It sank 
stern foremost, but did not settle completely 
out of sight for perhaps fixe minutes. A

HOLDS LAW IS VINDICATED. 


Lesson of Conviction onl Disgrace 
Deemed Enough Punishment. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—The president 
has granted full and unconditional pardons 
to George D. and Barancas F. Cosby, con- 
victed at Montgomery, Ala., of violation of 
the peonage law. These men were indicted 
for holding Pike Swanson in a condition of 
peonage, pleaded guilty on June 30, 1903, and 
on the same day were sentenced to impris- 
onment for a year and a day in the United 
States penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga. They 
have been imprisoned ever since, and today 
were released on telegraphic instructions 
from the department of justice. — 

The president granted the pardons upon the 
recommendation of Judge Jones, who sen- 
Judge Asks for Pardons. 

In his letter to the president Judge Jones 

“The favorable recommendation now 
made proceeds on no idea that the sentences 
were unjust, but solely from the conviction 
that the punishment already undergone by 
the prisoners has accomplished all the real 
ends of the law in these cases. 

The prisoners have undergone the humil- 
iation of imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
the sting ef condemnation by their neigh- 
bors and associates, and the wide publicity 
of their offense. There is no ground for be- 
lieving that they will ever again, under any 
circumstances whatever, engage in like prac- 
tides. They attetmpted no defense, but 
pleaded guilty at the earliest opportunity. 
They were contrite and admitted that they 


offenders themselves, so far as the law con- 
templates that, has been completely effected 
by the punishment. 

Law Has Been Vindicated. 

“The question of pardon may, therefore, 
properly be considered now solely as regards 
its effect upon the administration of justice 
and the public welfare. The law has been 
thoroughly vindicated, and the evil against 
which it was directed in these communities 
has been completely crushed. Connivance 
with the abuses of corrupt magistrates in 
that locality in the exercise of power to hire 
out offenders for payment of fine and costs 
on conviction for small and often sham or- 


has been thoroughly exposed and broken up. 
It has met the hearty reprobation of the 
great mass of the people in all walks of life. 
The example has been all sufficient to deter 
others from like offenses in the future. 


Negroes Sign Petition. 
Among the signers of petitions for pardon 
are many negroes. They feel safe from any 
repetition of like offenses, and join with their 
white neighbors in these petitions for clem- 
ency, believing, in this instance, that it will 
redound to the public good, and smooth the 
relations between the races. The great body 
of the people of Tallapoosa county have, in 
effect, become sponsors for the good behavior 
of the prisoners, and the loyal observance of 
the law in thie respect by all others in the 
future. 

A public opinion, stronger even than the 
power of the law, has been arodsed to stand 
up in the futuse for justice and fair play 
to the weak. Granting the prayer of these 


petitioners would recognize and strengthen 
these moral influences, which, at last. are the.

Indications | 
are that within a week the biggest individual 
fleet flying the American flag will be tied 
up and that the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, owner of the fleet, will begin a finish 
fight with the Masters and Pilots’ associa- 
tion. 

The fleet of the Pittsburg Steamship com- 
pany, the lake marine arm of the steel trust, 
consists of 117 vessels. They, are engaged in 
carrying iron ore from Lake Superior and 
Lake Michigan shipping points to smelters 
on Lake Erie and at South Chicago. 


Mates Quit on Reaching Port. 

All today, as fast as trust boats reached 
their docks on Lake Erie, their mates quit 
work. Crews of all the steamers have 
then been discharged and the boats ordered 
tied up. Twenty-six ships have already been 
thus removed from service on Lake Erie, and 
no settlement of the trouble is in sight. 

Ten days ago there was complaint that 
Capt. Frank Rae, employed on a boat of 
the trust fleet, was not a member of the 
masters’ association. Then came charges 
that) the steel trust had agreed to employ 
only union masters on its boats. This was 
denied by trust officials: Finally the dis- 
pute broke out in open war and the mates 
began quitting their posts. 


Seek Dismissal of Wolvin. 

It was reported today that at a secret meet- 
ing of the Masters and Pilots’ association 
held in Cleveland last night a resolution was 
passed requesting the steel corporation to 
dismiss General Manager Wolvin. 

The suddenness of the strike is causing 
much trouble aboard the big steamers of the 
trust fleet, where. the steel corporation of- 
ficials entertain their friends who desire lake 
trips. Ten state senators from Minnesota, 
guests aboard the steamer John W. Gates 
when the boat reached Conneaut today, will 
have to return home by rail. 

The Masters and Pilots’ association has a 
membership on the lakes approximating 
1,403 Its members command almost all the 
baats sailing in both the freight and pas- 
senger traffic.

Justice Punishes Man Who Makes 
His Child Toil Over Hours.

NEW CASE UNDER THE LAW. | 


A. Schayer, Proprietor of Shop at 119 
Augusta Street, Surprised, 


Because this child is of your own flesh 
and blood is an unmerciful excuse for mak- 
ing her work until her nerves are ready to 
break. As I interpret the law a father is 
not exempt from punishment for employ- 
ing his daughter fourteen hoursa day. You 
are fined $5 in each of the three cases against 
vou.“ 

This was the reply made by Justice Sever- 
son to A. Schayer, proprietor of a small 
clothing factory at 119 Augusta street, who 
had declared that he would work his 
daughter Clara fourteen hours each day if 
he wanted to.” 

Following this decision Factory Inspector 
Davies will bring action against a score of 
other parents who, as proprietors of sweat 
shops, have sought to dodge punishment 
under the new law by employing their own 
children. 

. First Case of Its Kind. 

This case was the first of its kind heard 
since the enactment of the present law. 
Clara Schayer was in court and heard her 
father say that he would keep her working 
as long as he liked. According to the little 
girl her father had compelled her to work 
in the gloomy shop for three years. 

When asked her age she responded that 
she was 14, although she appeared to be 
scarcely over 9. 

Schayer was arrested a week ago by Dep- 
uty Factory Inspector Sam Reiger during 
an inspection of the tailoring shop. The 
tailor was bellicose when arrested and prom- 
ised to fight the case. 

Testimony of Inspector. 

According to Inspector Reiger Schayer 
employed two other little girls in his sweat 
shop. The other girle were Annie Varpinsky, 
who said she was 18 years of age, and Kari 
Maluck, who gave the same age. Schayer 
furnished affidavits, however, to show that 
all but his own girl were over 14 All the 
girls work in the sweat shop from 7:30 in the 
morning until 6 at night. He was fined in 
the case of his own child, because she was 
admittedly under the age allowed by the 
statute for child labor, and in the other | 
cases because of the long hours.

[EXPERT'S VIEWS ON THE CORN SITUATION. | 


{BY B. V. SNOW.) 

The most abnormal crop season known in 
many years has culminated with killing 
frosts Tuesday night throughout important 
agricultural districts of the west, and with 
official weather predictions of still wider and 
more severe visitation Wednesday night. 

The weather bureau yesterday morning 
reported light frosts in northern Kansas 
and killing frosts in Nebraska and western 


Iowa and Minnesota, and the prediction last 


‘night was for a killing experience almost 
as far east as the Mississippi river. For 
nearly a week clouds and continued rainfall 
have served to ward off the danger, but the 
present indications are that as the storm 
moves slowly eastward it will be followed by 
low and frequently killing temperatures. 


It is impossible to measure at once the 
extent of damage, as there are many modi- 
fying influences which will have weight in 
determining actual loss, but with tempera- 
tures dropping as low as 34°, as it did at 
Omaha, great damage to the corn crop is 
The first tendency in times of 
crop disaster is to overestimate actual loss, 
is certain claims of a 
disaster amounting to a national calamity 
may be waved aside as the result of panic. 
Corn is the only growing crop which is 
now subject to serious injury, and while the 
crop is late and therefore in much greater 
danger than usual at this date, it must not 
be overlooked that a considerable part of 
the crop is already safe and that the greater 
part which is susceptible to damage will 


be injured only in quality, but will still have 


a certain feeding value. Roughly speaking, 
about 40 per cent of the crop is grown in 
states which are now entirely out of danger, 
or say 35,000,000 acres entirely matured. 
There are about 55,000,000 acres of corn 
between Ohio on the east and Kansas and 
South Dakota on the west, a percentage of 
which, varying in each state, is so late as to 
be in danger. The amount which can be 
injured and the extent to which injury can 
be suffered varies from perhaps 15 per cent 
in Kansas to possibly 80 or more in Iowa. 
In the first named state general killing frost 
would injure quality rather than quantity, 
while the latter would lose both in quality 
and quantity. 7 3 
| A rough calculation, based upon the known 


condition of the erop on Sept. 1 and with 
proper allowance for weather conditions 
since that date, would indicate that about 
20,000,000 acres, or a trifle over 20 per cent 
of the whole area, is late enough to show 
heavy ‘shrinkage in yield as well as serious 
impairment in quality should the plant ex- 
perience killing frost at this date. Of this 
vulnerable acreage about one-half lies west 
of the Mississippi, in the territory stricken 
in the last two nights. The crop was figured 
as promising about 2,150,000,000 bushels on 
Sept. 1, and if that was a fair statement 
the actual loss so far experienced would still 
leave a crop but little short of 2,000,000,000 
bushels. The quality of such a crop, how- 
ever, would be poor, with a heavy percentage 
of soft corn. 5 


— * 
The point to be borne in mind in discussing 
frost damage to the corn crop is that such 
damage at this stage of crop development 
does not mean a wiping out of the corn, but 
a lowering of its quality. It means soft in- 
stead of matured grain, and soft corn, while 
unfitted for general commercial purposes, 
has a distinct feeding value for farm use. 
There is always some soft corn in every 
crop, and while its meat producing capacity 
ts not so great as if it were matured, it can 
always be fed at a profit by the careful 
feeder. 
Northwestern weather conditions have 
been distinctly bad ever since wheat harvest 
was completed. There has been almost con- 
tinuous rainfall, and only a little scattered 
thrashing has been accomplished, while but 
little more has even been well stacked in 
good condition. During the last week the 
rainfall in this district has been heavy and 
continuous, amounting frequently to local 
floods. Shocks have been blown over and 


. lain in water, and some of the stacks have 


been badly wetted. 


The quality of the spring wheat crop has 


been reduced, perhaps as much as a full 
grade, and unless there is an immediate and 
permanent change for the better the quan- 
tity that can be thrashed will be lessened. 
Complaints of sprouting in the shock and 
stack are already numerous. 

Taking the season as a whole, it has been 
markedly unfavorable from an agricultural 
standpoint, and it now seems difficult to 
even save the shortened yields that were 
secured.

Heavy Frost Expected in South Dakota 

Sioux Falls, 8. D., Sept. 16.—[{Special.]— 
The indications tonight are for a heavy frost 
throughout many parts of this section, though 
increasing cloudiness lessens the anxiety in 
this vicinity. Seventy-five per cent of the 
corn crop is already out of danger, and only 
a hard freeze will injure the remaining por- 
tion of it. The~light frost of last night 
nipped the leaves of corn, but did not injure 
the ear. This has checked the growth of 
the stalks and will prove of much benefit un- 
less a serious freeze comes, as the ear can 
now mature from the stock. 

Should all the corn yet unmatured be. 
caught by the frost South Dakota would yet 
produce one of the largest corn crops in the 
history of the state. 


Colorado Is Frost Bitten. 
Pueblo, Colo., Sept. 16.—A heavy frost to- 
day ended a streak of unseasonable weather 
which has retarded the opening of the Colo- 
rado state fair. Today it is bright and clear. 
The frost cuts short by two weeks the. ex- 
tensive melon industry of the Arkansas yal- 
ley, already shortened by the lateness of the 
spring. ee 

Rain a Boon to Illinois. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—Sec- 
tion Director Burns, in charge of the Illinois 
section of the weather bureau, stated that 
only the light rain which has been falling 
throughout the, state has, prevented frost. 
The mercury has steadily fallen, being at 
noon today but 48°, as compared with 82 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Burns says that 
the weather will clear tonight, and that a 
heavy but not killing frost will fall during 
the night. 

At Rockford the weather was: cloudy, 
with slight rain. The corn is nearly ripened 
and almost beyond possibility of harm. 

At Peoria the mercury at 4 o'clock this 
morning registered 49°. Today it stood at 
51° and at 9 o'clock tonight it was 50°. 
Farmers are not apprehensive of frost and 
are confident the corn crop is secure. Two 
weeks more and the danger is over. 

At Rock Island the clouds were breaking 
tonight and the thermometer stood at 48°. 
Damaging frost seems inevitable. Eighty 
per cent of the corn in that county is not out 
of danger and the extent of the damages 
will depend entirely upon the severity of the 
freeze. 

Indiana Escapes Freeze. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 17, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
ciai.j—Up to 1 o'clock this morning no frost 
has been reported in Indiana, but it is ex- 
pected if the weather clears. Cold, drizzling 
rain is reported in all parts of the state. 
No appreciable damage has been done by 
the cold. The average temperature is 66°.

Day Reports Conflicting. 

One of the most hopeful reports was an 
Omaha message to McReynolds & Co., say- 
ing: Bush. state commissioner of agri- 
culture, says 75 per cent of the corn crop is 
out of danger. There are all kinds of reports 
of frost here, but conservative people are 
not seriously alarmed.“ 

Another statement along this line was con- 
tained in the dispatch of C. S. Scotten of the 
Harris-Gates firm, who operates houses in 
Nebraska on the Burlington system. He

said: 


Putting all the conditions together, it 
does not look to me as though corn had suf - 
fered much in Nebraska. One of the things 
which strengthen me in this opinion is the 
freedom with which Nebraska holders are 
offering corn in the cash market. They cer- 
tainly would not do this if they feared they, 
were not going to get a crop.“ 

C. M. Boynton, the crop expert of the 
Harris-Gates house, wired from Creston, 
Ia.: All reports from western Iowa say 


‘frost was light. It is impossible to say yet, 


but I think there was no serious impairment 
of the corn prospect.” 


Wide Range of Views. 


The reports in the aggregate, however. 
were conflicting and took a wide range from 
extreme hopefulness to general gloom. W. T. 
Baker, after studying late reports in the aft- 
ernoon, said: 

The most optimistic observers admit the 
corn crop this year is two weeks late. That 
means that killing frost now is equivalent to 
-killing frosts on Sept. 1 in an average season, 
and I am sure they would make most of the 
crop unmerchantable. I believe corn of 
commercial quality will be scarce next year.“ 

Statements by other expert observers are 
as follows: 

THOMAS E. WELLS of the American Cereal com- 
pany—If we do not have lower temperatures than 
we had last night I do not think there will be any 
damage to corn aside from that done tn the back- 
ward places. I believe 75 per cent of the crop 
is out of danger and that it is all out of danger in 
most places. All the information I can gather 
leads me to believe the corn crop has almost 
entirely made up the time lost last spring by de-

G. W. UPDYKE of the Updyke Grain company, in

SPRING WHEAT BADLY DAMAGED 


Reports from Minnesota Show That 
/ Twice the Normal Monthly Rain 
Has Fallen Since Sept. 1. 


The extent of the injury to the spring 
wheat crop of the Dakotas and Minnesota 
by excessive rains is indicated in the follow- 
ing message to Tue TRIBUNE from Minne- 
apolis, from Rollin E. Smith, managing ed- 
itor of the Commercial West: 

Since Sept. 1 the whole northwest has re- 
ceived more than the normal rainfall for the 
full month of September. Minnesota has 
received over twice the normal for the full 
month. Brown county, in the central south- 
ern part of the state, has had eight inches. 
Grain in stacks is damaged, but only thrash- 
ing will show the extent. All shocked grain 
throughout the northwest is badly damaged, 
some only fit for feed. The ground is so sat- 
urated no work can be done for several days 
in the most favored districts, even with 
perfect weather. Only 20 per cent of the 
wheat crop has been thrashed. Fall plowing 
is delayed, and much will go over till spring. 


THREE PERSONS FOUND DEAD.

Towards morning the opiates that had been 
given finally resulted in having the effect 
desired, and the patient slept for four hours. 

When Dr. Senn and Dr. Webster reached 
the apartments yesterday morning a second 
examination was held, and it was agreed that 
while an operation might be necessary it 
should be delayed until after a later exam- 
ination in the day. At noon there were no 
mofe alarming symptoms, and when the 
third and last consultation was held last 
evening there was much satisfaction ex- 
pressed that Sir Thomas had made guch a 
good fight. 

Inquiries from Near and Far. 

The news of the illness of the famous 
yachtsman had no sooner spread over the 
city than there were telephone calls from 
many friends and acquaintances asking for 
the latest reports of his condition. Tele- 
grams followed expressing regret at the news 
and hope for his speedy recovery. : 

“TI am glad that I managed to reach Chi- 
cago if I have to be ill,” said Sir Thomas as 
Dr. Senn and Dr. Webster were leaving his 
bedside last night, for if I cannot be at 
home in London I consider this city next to 
my home.“ ‘ 

A telegram from the earl and countess of 
Shaftesbury, who are in Montreal, Que., said: 

“We have heard with sincere regret of 
your illness and hope to know soon that you 
are well again.” 

Among the hundreds of other telegrams 
were messages from former Lieut. Gov. T. L. 
Woodruff of New York, Commodore Todd of 
the Atlantic Yacht club, and members of the 
New York Yacht club. Cablegrams were re- 
ceived from a number of members of parlia- 
ment and from Lady Lister Kaye, who is 
now in London. i 

Sir John E. Nutting, who arrived at th 
hotel during the evening from Dublin, called. 
at the secretaries’ rooms to express his re- 
grets and sympathy. He was a visitor on 
Sir Thomas’ yacht last week. ; 


Cards and Flowers in Profusion. 


The apartments of the secretaries were 
banked with flowers that were received dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

On stands in the rooms were dozens of 
cards that had been left during the day with 
the best wishes of the callers. But few were 
admitted to the rooms of the sick man, except 
his physicians and nurses. The suite of 
rooms occupied by Sir Thomas are on the 
northeast corner of the second, or parlor. 
floor. When it was suggested last night the 
the noise on the street below might be an- 
noying, Mr. Westwood said that so far the 
patient had not noticed it. 

“ If we find that there is any annoyance to 
Sir Thomas on account of the passing of 
teams we shall have the avenue covered with 
Aan bark,” said Mr. Westwood.

He Is a Brave Patient. 

Sir Thomas does not know the nature of his 
iliness. When he arrived in Chicago Thurs- 
day morning he was able to walk to his car- 
riage. Four hours later he was compelled to 
retire and Dr. Thomas was called at once. 
Last night he seemed cheerful when the phy- 
sicians were with him and talked with them 
while they were making their examination. 
Beyond signifying by his expression when 
they touched a tender spot he made no com- 
plaint. Most of his conversation was other 
than relative to his illness. 

Sir Thomas is a brave patient,“ said A. H. 
Revell, who remained at his friend’s side ali 
day yesterday and slept at the hotel last 
night. He has made no complaints. Ro- 
erything that would add to his comfort is 
being done. While we know that Sir Thomas 
is a sick man, there are many encouraging 


symptoms and we are all hoping that an 


operation may be avoided. He himself has 
not expressed himself regarding an opera- 
tion, for he does not know the nature of his 
illness, or if he does know he has not suggest- 
ed it to us“

The naval tug Powhatan, in command of 
Lieutenant Commander Hot C. .Pound- 
stone, ran alongside the Sylph. Commander 
Poundstone suggested that a landing be 
made at the Brooklyn navy yard. : 

Lieut. Preston reported to the president 
absolute impracticability of proceeding to 
Ellis island in the face of the storm. He was 
supported in his judgment by Lieutenant 
Commander Poundstone, who megaphoned 
that it would be impossible to effect a landing 
at the island in such a gale. ' 

The president and Mrs. Roosevelt, Mrs, 
Richardson, Kermit Roosevelt, Prof. Moore, 
Prof. Hart, and Mr. La Farge were landed 
at the Brooklyn navy yard. Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, commandant of the yard, went 
aboard the Syiph, and, after consultation 
with the president, the storm meantime hav- 
ing abated and the wind having veered from 
southeast to west, it was decided that the trip - 
to the island could be made in safety. 

At 2:05 the Syiph again weighed anchor and 
arrived off Ellis island at 2:25. The president

President Fully Armed. 

That the president goes fully armed even 
upon such a peaceful mission as inspecting 
an immigrant station or assisting at the dedi- 
cation of a monument; was shown as he was 
walking up the pathway from the landing at 
Ellis island this afternoon. The wind picked 
up the tails of his coat and blew them over 
hig head. Protruding from the right hip 
pocket of his trousers could be seen a large 
and formidable six shooter. : 


It was the most severe storm New York 
City has experienced in many years in a 
warm season. The damage done on Man- 
hattan island alone is estimated roughly at 
$2,000,000, although no pretense of accuracy 
can be made. 

The losses extended from the Battery to 
Harlem river, and included property of every 
description. Many persons imagined at the 
outset of the storm that it was the hurricane 
which recently devastated the south. This 
was denied emphatically by Mr. Emery, the 
forecaster at the United States weather 
bureau. 

“That hurricane,” said Emery, passed 
through Florida peninsula into the gulf. We 
had a marine storm of small diameter. It 
struck first the lower Jersey coast, then 
moved on this city.”’ 

Despite the storm the temperature re- 
mained high. The weather bureau reported 
75 degrees at 3 o’clock, against a maximum 
temperature of 84 degrees on Monday and 
82 degrees an Tuesday. The heat seemed 
particularly great at noon, when the rain 
was falling in torrents. Great black clouds 
hung just above the skyscrapers, making the 
interior of the buildings almost as dark as 
night. Many persons were injured and at 
least one was killed in the city. This was 
William Joyce, a 5 year old boy, who was 
struck by a falling shutter. 


Flat Tron“ the Vortex. 

As usual the flat iron building appeared 
to be the vortex of the storm, with the winds 
blowing over pedestrians, knocking vii piate 
reports, 
Many tenants in the upper floor. sctcame 
alarmed on account of the marked swaying 
of the building and rushed down the ele- 
vators. The policemen outside had all they 
could do to steer the women safely past the 
Twenty-third street point. Fully a dozen 
women seemed to be first picked up by an 
invisible force, then violently knocked down 
upon the slippery walk. Forty windows 
were broken in the upper floors and every- 
where signs were battered from their fasten- 
ings and skylights shattered. | 


Storm Tossed Brooklyn Bridge. 

The Brooklyn bridge was like a vast storm 
tossed ship. Top lofty’ vans attempting to 
cross from Brooklyn dropped against the gir- 
ders and overturned in the way of the trolley 
cars, most of which naturally were of the 
open variety. For nearly half an. hour just 
after noon there was almost an unbroken line 
of motionless cars in the upper driveway. 
stretching from Brooklyn to Manhattan. At 
the same time something like half a dozen 
vans were lying on their sides, while the wind 
whipped their covers to ribbons. 


Steamer Driven Ashore. a 

The 8. E. Spring, an excursion and freight 
steamer which plies between New Rochelle, 
Rye Beach, Stamford, and other points, was 
caught in the storm in the sound off Green- 
wich and driven on the rocks and wrecked 
a the big country mansion of E. C. Bene- 

let. 
Capt. George S. McDonald and his crew 
of seven men, with eleven passengers. were 
rescued, servants from the Benedict man- 
sion aiding in taking them off the sinking 
vessel. 

About noon, when the gale set in heavy, 
the captain of the steamer tried to put back 
to Stamford. He got about half way around 
when the gale caught the steamer by the 
stern. The captain found he could not turn. 
The wind by this time had reached a veldcity 
of eighty miles and the huge waves which 
were piling over the decks put out the fires. 
The panic stricken passengers fled tx the 
upper deck and the women became hyster- 
jeal. A sudden gust of wind tore off the en- 
tire roof ot the upper deck, leaving only the 
pilot house. When the roof went ot the 
boat was lifted half out of the water. 


| Rescue at Coney Island. 

From a spectacular point of view, per- 
haps, the most thrilling rescue of the day 
was at Coney island—that of Mrs. Henry 
Johnson and her 8 months old baby from 
the deck of a houseboat wrecked’ in col- 
lision with the long wooden bridge which 
connects Manhattan beach and Emmons 
avenue. Thomas Osborne, a Sheepshead 
bay hotel man, responding to Mrs. John-

where she was cowering and brought the 
mother and babe across the bridge to the 
hotel in safety.

| Cup Defender Is Injured, 

The damage to yachts owned inthe city and 
on Long Island alone is estimated at 6100, 
000. The cup defender Reliance, which was 
being hauled out of Jacobs’ shipyard, was 
saved only by heroic work on the part of the 
islanders, but was 
by a pile driver and several plates in the 
stern badly dented and loosened. 

Several yachts were sunk or wrecked in 
Echo bay, off New Rochelle. Louis Iselin’s 
Nora dragged its anchor and was badly dam- 
aged on the rocks. C. O’D. Iselin’s Libly, a 
Herreshoff boat, was also damaged with half 
a dozen others. 

Fifty sloops and launches and as man 
small boats were driven ashore by the gale. 
at Perth Amboy, N. J. The crew of the 
sloop Gordon were thrown into the water 
and swam ashore. 

A disabled yacht, which is thought to be 
Col. John Jacob Astoc’s Nourmahal, was 
towed into Green Port after the gale.

Extensive damage was wrought at Long 
Branch, N. J: Partiof the roof of the West 
End hotel was blown off. Many other build- 
ings were „ and the trolley line to 
Asbury Park and Red Bank was disabled by 
broken wires. : 

Coney Island Wreckage. 

The storm did an immense amount of dam- 
age at Coney island. Hotels, piers, walks. 
and etructures of all kinds were more or 
less injured, and boats of all descriptions 
were sunk and smashed to pieces. 

An unknown schooner sank off Plum beach, 
but whether any lives were lost could not 
be learned. 

At Asbury Park the storm was accom- 
panied by several accidents and narrow es- 
capes from death. Proprietors of beach 
front hotels were among the worst sufferers. 
Roofs were damaged, windows blown out, 
and: portions carried away. Many tents at 
Ocean Grove were demolished. All the other

were storm swept and severely

Five Lives Are Lost. wey 

Delaware Breakwater, Del., Sept. 16.—Five 
lives were lost in the storm here. The storm 
lasted from 3 a. m. until 7 a.m. The wind 
reached a maximum velocity of eighty miles 
an hour and the rain feli in torrents. 

The most serious wreck reported was that 
which befell the schooner Hattie A. Marsh, 
whose captain, J. B. Mehaffy, and four mem- 
bers of the crew were drowned. The Marsh 
was caught in the storm outside the new 


breakwater. The captain tried to reach the 


harbor of Refuge, but before he could do so. 
the vessel had to anchor and try to ride the 
storm. The anchors, however, did not hold, 
ts dead weight of

The steam pilot boat Philadelphig went to 
the rescue, but only succeeded in saving 
Mate Norman Campbell and one seaman. 
Capt. Mehaffy and the four other sailors 
were lost. The rescued men were taken to 
the Lewes life saving station and cared for. 


Heavy Damage at Atlantic City. 

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 16.— The storm 
here was terrific to a degree, but the 
was not as great as was at first believed. A 
conservative guess places the entire damage 
at $25,000 or $30,000. 

Great damage was done along the board 
Walk, where the one story pavilions suffered 
to a considerable extent. The storm's fiercest 
attack was made on the McClay apartment 
building at Pacific and South Carolina ave- 
nues. The roof was more than half torn off, 
entailing a loss of $2,500. _ Pic 

The other largest damage was done at the 
Hotel Strand, situated on Pennsylvania ave- ; 
nue, close to the . The hotel’s handsome 
brick and frame porch was completely ripped 
out and demolished. Outside these places 
the damage otherwise consisted of broken 
plate glass windows, etc. . 

When the roof of the McClay building 
blew off the fifty families in the house were 
thrown into a panic. hey were quickly 
pacified, however, and all left the building. 
One sick lad, John Flanagan, suffering from 
fever, was hurried to a hospital. 

Among the hotels whose roofs were dam- 
aged by the storm were the Marlborough, 
Metropolitan, Kuenhles, Kenilworth, and 
Richmond, None was seriously damaged, 


Severe at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 16.—The tropical 
storm which struck the ceast of the middle 
Atlantic states early this morning proved 
to be one of the severest experienceed ina 
long time. It left death and destruction 
in its trail. Its greatest force was felt at 
the Delaware capes and at the lower part 
of the New Jersey coast. 

Six lives are known to have been lost, and 
five seamen are missing and are believed 
to have been’ drowned. 

A three masted and a two masted schoon- 
er sunk at the Delaware breakwater, and 
about a half dozen coal barges also foun- 
dered in the vicinity of the Delaware capes. 
All the way up the coast, and especially at 
Atlantic City, hotels and other buildings 
suffered severely from he wind, which blew 
with hurricane force. 

Tug Lost, Five Drown. 

Anglesea, N. J., Sept. 16.—The ocean- 
going tug Spartan, which was engaged in 
towing coal barges between Philadelphia 
and New England ports, foundered during 
this morning’s storm on the ocean at the en- 
trance to Delaware bay, and it is feared five 
of its crew are lost. | 

The other tem members of the crew were 
rescued off floating wreckage, near Cape 
Henlopen by Capt. John Leonard of the 
fishing boat Irene. and landed at this place. 
They report that they became separated 
from the other five men. . 

The Spartan was towing the barges Trev- 
erton, Hammond, and an unknown barge 
when it went down, six and one-half miles 
from the Delaware breakwater. The tops 
of its masts are showing above the water. 
The barges are anchored near the Brandy- 
wine shoals in Delaware bay. 3 


Severe at Cape Mayr. 

16.—The heaviest 
wind and rain storm in years passed over 
Cape May and the lower end of the coast of 
New Jersey this morning, doing much dam- 
age.

Our friends, the physiological chemists, 
tell us that there is daily set free, in the 
body of an adult who does the average 
amount of work, a quantity of heat, which, 
roughly estimated, is enough to raise ten 
gallons of water from the temperature of an 
ordinary room (70° Fahrenheit) to that of 
boiling water (212° Fahrenheit). It isa good 
heating apparatus that can do all that. 
~~ we not to put a great deal of faith 

t 

Let us begin with the morning, when faith 
is usually strongest. We rise a little chilly. 
We know that there is plenty of fuel in the 
body and therefore conclude that the trouble 
must be with the supply of oxygen. We 
look after the draft. First, we take a few 
deep breaths of cool, fresh air and signs of 
returning warmth appear. The toes and 
finger tips are still cold, so we exercise a 
little in order to send the blood with its 
burden of oxygen to every part of the body. 

Werean learn good exercises from the 
books on physical culture, but for this pur- 
pose the kind of exercise is not an important 
consideration. Any one can hop up and 
down and move his arms about. Having 
thus set the draft going, it is time to jump 
into a cool bath and to challenge the body 
to show what it can do in the way of making 
heat. This does not mean that if, on all 
of our yesterdays, we have taken baths at 
98 Fahrenheit or higher, we are suddenly 
to plunge into water at 60°. We should 
have the family doctor after us if we did 
that. He has firm faith in cool baths, but 
he fears to recommend them because he 
has learned by experience that people do not 
begin them judiciously. If the bath was 98° 
yesterday, let. us make it 95° today, 92° or, 
98° tomorrow, and so on down until we have 
reached the lowest temperature to which 
the body will react. : 

By this time we are glowing and are ready 


to dress. Now we must remember that the 
clothing is not a source of heat, that all it 
can do is to conserve the heat which the 
body produces. Heavy clothing implies a 
lack of faith and besides its use is incon- 
sistent with our motto: Give the body a 
chance,“ for it interferes with free muscular 
action and consequently with circulation.

Wo put on light, loose clothes. Perchance 
the morning is cool, but there is hope tha 

the temperature will rise as the day ad- 
vances. If so, we shall temporarily need a 
little extra protection. This we can secure 
by putting on a jacket or a sweater. A 
white sweater, by the way, is not an unat- 
tractive article of dress. The children, whose 
surface areas are greater than ours are in 
proportion to the amount of heat they make 
and who must fight against a greater loss 
of heat to the air, may need woolen tights 
for early morning wear. Sweater and tights 
are infinitely better than heavy underwear, 


kor they can be easily removed when the 


day grows warm. ' 
All this time if it is summer, early fall, or 
late spring, the windows have been open. 
This is for the purpose of giving the body 
such good air that it cannot resist the 
temptation to breathe deeply. There may 
be a furnace fire, for that comes before 
the windows are closed in the fall and tar- 
ries after they are opened in the spring. 
Shut in air is bad enough at its best. It is 
at its best when fresh, warm currents are 
pouring up through the registers and are 
stirring up the old air and escorting it to 
the flues and to the exits around the win- 
dows and doors; it is at its worst when there 
is no heat in the house and when it stag- 
nates, warmed.only by being breathed and 
rebreathed. Such air is bad enough to take 
away all the good we got from our winter's 
trip to California or from dur: summer’s 
journey to the country. | 


There is always a time in the spring and | 


another in the fall wherf it is just too cool 
to keep the windows open without a fire. 
Then we have a choice. We can close the 
house or we can open it and keep up a little 
fire. Is it not worth while to keep our 
houses like the beautiful out of doors? Shall 
we barter our birthright to the health giving 
winds of heaven for the price of a little mess 
of coal? 

And so on through the day and the night. 
Let us remember that there is a source of 
heat within us and that all that clothing 
and furnace fires and closed windows can 
do is to prevent undesirable loss from the 
surface of the body. Given plenty of fresh 
air and an opportunity to keep up a 
good circulation, the body can do won- 
ders. It is only when we put all our 
faith in fires and furs and window glass 
that it goes on a strike and leaves us to 
shake and shiver.

HISTORY OF THE ANABAPTISTS. 
A Scholarly Study of the Reformation by 


E. Belfort Bax. . 
“THE RISE AND FALL OF THE ANA- 
BAPTISTS,” by E. Belfort Bax (the Mac- 
millan company) is a scholarly work, one 
of a series of three related studies of the 
social side of the reformation in Germany. 
Anabaptism, which was essentially a German 
product, was in the time of it one of the 
signal expressions of the tremendous up- 
heavals of the disinherited classes at the end 
of the middle ages. Anabaptism was a 
culminating effort of medieval Christianity. 
The ideal of it was not that of the modern 
socialization of the means of production, but 
rather a communization of worldly goods as 
already produced. The movement was, of 
course, intensely religious, but it was at 
the same time social and political, at a time 
when the middle ages was slowly but surely 
winding up its accounts with universal his- 
tory.” The social regeneration of society was 
what was aimed at. 

Thomas Münzer, Jan of Leyden, Jan Mat- 
thys, and the rest may have had plenty of 
fanciful and even fanatical notions as to 
the way in which the revindication of social 
justice in the, say, sixteenth century was 
to be gained, but it cannot be denied that 
there was much of moral grandeur in the 
motive and of heroism even to the point of 
martyrdom in the devotion to the just cause.

If you are thin and emaciated, accompanied 


with redness of the skin, suppose you try 


for awhile this régime of a domestic science 
student: 

Upon awakening in the morning put on 
slippers and a warm wrapper, stand by a 
wide open window, draw in long, deep 
breaths, hold them in as long as you can, 
then slowly exhale. After each exhaling lift 
the arms up and in front of you ona level 
with your shoulders, then drop them slowly 
to your sides again.

Resume with beginning, with four inhalings, 
etc. After this exercise lie down on the flat 
of your back on the bed ten minutes, not 
longer. Maybe you will catch a beautiful 
little cat nap, maybe not. Get up,-go to your 
bathroom, put about a foot of pleasantly 
warm water in the tub, stand in this and 
have ready a basin full of pleasantly cold 
water in which has been put a teacup of 
salt, and with a sponge rub yourself gently 
but quickly with this water all over your 
body until, it is all used up, then rub dry. 
Go back to bed for a few minutes; get up 
slowly and dress without haste. 

Eat for your breakfast some cereal, cooked 
as directed in the domestic science article 
„ Invalid’s Foods.“ Bat your cereal in this 
way: Have the cream in one dish and in 
another your portion of breakfast food, sugar 
this to taste, then take up some on your 
®poon, dip it in the cream in the other dish, 
and eat. Eat it this way and you will learn 
never to pour all the cream on all the cereal 
at once. Drink only drip coffee, two-thirds 
milk. hot but not boiled, if you cannot get 
on without this. A couple of pieces of toast 
well done amd crisp, covered thick with good 
sweet butter. This will make a good gen- 
eral breakfast with an occasional change dic- 
tated by your own good sense and powers of 
digestion. Use much animal and vegetable 
fats, such as cream, butter. and olive oils

of bread and have bread well baked.

Use one 
pint of cream_every day with your food, as 
best suits your taste.

COST ESTIMATED AT ONE-HALF 
PRESENT SELLING PRICE. 


Charles M. Schwab, When President of 
the Carnegie Company in 1890, 
Wrote That the Company Could Pro- 
duce Rails at Less than $12 a Ton 
Cost Now Probably Somewhat High- 
er — Assessment or Foreclosure 
Necessary in Lake Street L. 


In the turning over ot records in connection 
with United States shipbuilding troubles, 
and in disclosures made by former officials of 
the Carnegie Steel company, a bit of impor- 
tant correspondence bearing on the cost of 
the production of steel rails has come to light. 

It appears that in 1809 the Carnegie com- 
pany was able to make rails for less than $12 
aton. Since then the Carnegie company has 
gone into the United States Steel corporation 
and with the increased cost of labor the hur- 
rying through of contracts, and presumably 
less critical supervision of manufacture, it is 
probable the cost of production has material- 
ly increased. But the selling price of steel 
rails at Pittsburg is fixed at $28 a ton by the 


steel rail pool, which includes the United 


States Steel corporation, the Lackawanna 
Steel company, the Jones & Laughlin com- 
pany, and one or two other concerns. 

If rails can be produced at even $14.00 a ton 
it must be an interesting matter for railroads 
which are paying $28.00 and for foreign mar- 
kets which are apprehensive over a United 
States invasion of foreign steel and iron 
markets after the present domestic demand 
in this country shall have subsided. 


In 1899 W. H. & J. HK. Moore, then of Chi- 


cago, secured with H. C. Frick an option on 
the Carnegie company. It was intended to 
float a new steel combination with $100,000,- 
00 of bonds and $250,000,000 of stock. In 
connection with this deal C. M. Schwab, then 
president of the Carnegie company, wrote on 
May 15, 1899, to Henry C. Frick, then chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Carnegie 
Steel company, the following: 

I know positively that England cannot 
produce pig iron at actual cost for less than 


811.80 a ton, even allowing no profit on raw 


materials, and cannot put pig iron into a rail 
with their most efficient works for less than 
$7.60 a ton. This would make rails at net cost 
to them of $19.00. We can sell at this price 
and ship abroad so as to net us $16.00 at 
works for foreign business; nearly as good as 
home business has been. What is true of 
rails is equally true of other steel products. 
As a result of this, we are going to control 
the steel business of the world. You know 
we can make rails for less than $12.00 a ton, 
leaving a wide margin on foreign business.” 


Profits of 100 Per. Cent. 


The foregoing communication is printed in 
the Boston News Bureau and accompanying 
it is the following comment and conclusions:

“ Assuming 60 per cent ore to be used for 
manufacture, it would take five tons of ore 
to make three tons*of pig iron. On the above 
basis, three tons of pig tron would cost 
$25.50, giving a pig iron cost of $8.50 a ton 
on Bessemer at furnace. The cost of con- 
verting this into steel rails at the Carnegie 
plant for instance, would certainly not ex- 
ceed $4 a ton even at present, so that the 
present cost of steel rails is probably not 
above $12.50 a ton at mill. Allowing for 
contingencies, etc., it is certain that it does 
not exceed $14. At $28, therefore, there 
would appear to be 100 per cent profit In steel 
rails at the present time. At $21 it would 
probably be possible to export large quanti- 
ties so that it would seem that the steel cor- 
poration ought today to be in a position

Assessment or Foreclosure. 


‘Members of the securities committee of the 
Lake Street Elevated held another meeting 
yesterday. The committee ts being informed 
as to exactly what the net earnings of the 
property are and what with such earnings 
can be done in the way of interest charges 
and of meeting the floating debt. 

So far as consideration has gone, it 
pears inevitable that the stock must be as- 
sessed or the property be taken over by the 
bondholders and creditors of the company. 
The Lake Street owes over $500,000 to the 
Northwestern Elevated alone. Expenditures 
for improvement seem imperative, and only 
two courses are open In any reorganization 
plan—one is assessment on the stock and the 
other is foreclosure. 

It is understood that the bonds of the Lake 
Street Elevated are now largely controlled 
by Blair & Co. and other interests friendly 
to them. Should the stockholders be un- 
willing to pay the amount of assessment 
which may be eonsidered necessary in order 
to rehabilitate the property the alternative 
of foreclosure is held out. In that event 
the bondholders would have an advantage 
in bidding in the property. This would not 
be a new position, since foreclosures so re- 
sult. While a receivership would dissolve 
contracts, including the one between the 
Lake Street and the Union Loop company, 
by which the north end of the loop is now 
under lease to the Union Elevated company, 
that contract would be renewed, since the 
owners of the loop would, through foreclos- 
ure, become again the owners of the Lake 
Street Elevated. 

The protective committee of Lake Street 
stockholders has not as a committee asked 
for a hearing before the securities commit- 
tee. A committee representing the income 
bondholders has, however, requested a hear- 
ing and been told that such would be grant- 
ed. No arrangement has yet been made for 
such hearing. |

which opened this morning. The report of 
the governing committee recommended that 
hereafter, when a union company finds a non- 
union company cutting rates, it is to get per- 
mission from the governing committee to 
Protest its business, and if granted it can 


make any rate it pleases in supplanting the 


policies of the rate cutting outside company. 

The old method required the complaining 
company to notify all its union associates that 
it proposed to protect its business, and they 
were thereby permitted to dothe same. The 
Féeeult was often a general rate war, and 
frequentiy the union companies fell to quar- 
reling among themselves. It is believed that 
the proposed plan, if properly safeguarded, 
will prevent a general demoralization and 
the fight on the below tariff policies 

companies. 


N Protect Union Companies. 

Serious opposition developed to the plan 
this afternoon, several of the largest com- 
panties opposing it, and it looked as though 
the governing committee lacked the required 
per cent of the total vote. The question 
finally was made a special order for tomor- 
row morning, and in the meantime the com- 
mittee hopes to win over enough votes to 
carry its point. The discussion brought out 
the general opinion that something effective 
would have to be done to protect the business 


‘of union companies and agencies in smaller 


towns, as several outside companies are 
making a systematic fight for the best busi- 
ness at cut rates. 

President Blackwelder of Chicago, In his 
annual address, took a hopeful view of the 
situation and the outlook, holding that there 
4s greater respect for the established rates 
and good practice, and lessinclination on the 
part of underwriters to act independently. 


Wants a Permanent Schedule. 

He devoted much attention to schedule 
and rate making. standing for a permanent 
and effective system and the application of 
schedules by skilled experts @nd actuaries. 
“After several years of heavy losses fire in- 
Burance companies have fallen upon a period 
of profit, but 25 per cent advance of last 
year, being applied only to unprofitable 
Classes, produced an averagé increase in the 
rate of only 8.7 per cent. The average rate 
for 1902 was only 4 cents higher than the 
rate of 1894, when the decline in rates began. 
The actual results of the underwriting ac- 
count for ten years indicate an underwriting 
profit of less than one-half of 1 per cent. 
President Blackwelder closed by heartily 
indérsing the action of various state insur- 
ance officials in seeking to suppress wildcat 
companies.
